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Aggression Repulsed 


The present policy of the United Nations 
is not to settle political issues by force but to 
prevent the aggressor from imposing a settle- 
ment by force. 

The invasion of South Korea on June 
25, 1950, represented an attempt by Com- 
munists to profit by aggression. The resist- 
ance to that aggression, jf it succeeds in 
thwarting the purpose of the invaders, will 
successfully carry out the policy of the 
United Nations and make it apparent to the 
Communists that aggression is unprofitable. 

There is, of course, a political objective 
in connection with all of Korea. This is a 
unified, independent and democratic govern- 
ment. The aim had been accomplished in 
South Korea, but North Korea, under Rus- 
sian control, was no part of the scheme. No- 
body proposed an invasion of North Korea in 
order to establish a democratic regime in 
that part of the country. Consequently, our 
military operations have not been undertaken 
with a view to “imposing’’ a democracy by 
force. 


Progress on the Farm 


One of the greatest social and economic 
advances made in the prairies during the past 
15 years has been the rapid electrification of 
rural areas. 

While a strong controversy has raged 
over whether the government or private en- 
terprise is best equipped to supply farms with 
power, there have been great strides made 
by both in serving rural districts. F 

Extension of electric service to rural areas 
has had important effect upon farm life and 
activity . Not only do rural families enjoy the 
advantages and conveniences of electric appli- 
ances but farm work has been facilitated by 
the use of power which conserves manpower 
and makes possible greater and more econ- 
omic productivity. 

And it should be apparent that introduc- 
tion of electricity to thousands of farm homes, 
not counting the other activities served in the 
rural areas, means a tremendous market for 
‘the manufacturers of electrical devices and 
appliances. 

This, in turn, means business for whole- 
salers and retailers as well as those who serve 
the electrical needs of farm customers. 

This is one instance of a trend wherein 
better living standards to one portion of the 
population has contributed to the welfare of 
the entire population.

A 
department official termed it too 
early to predict harvest prospects.

Dick, who farms in the St. Al- 
bert district. 

He was able to do early seeding 
of his Thatcher seed because the 
land was quite high and run-off 
and drying was quite rapid. 

Barring drought, hail or extreme 
wetness, a “fairly good” wheat 
crop is predicted for Alberta this 
year.

“Too many children allow their 
shoulder blades to stick out like 
angel’s wings,” he said. “At school 
examinations, half the children 
did not know whether they were 
standing up straight.” 

The biggest fault seems to be 
that of holding the head down in- 
stead of back and resting on top 
of the spine, he said. 

“If children are allowed to as- 
Sume an incorrect posture at an 
,early age,” he warns, “they will 
be round-shouldered when they 
reach the age of 20 or 30.” 


Farmers Net Most 
Money From Wheat 


The percentages of farm cash 
income contributed by the sale of 
various farm products are indi- 
cated by figures compiled by R. 
E. English, statistician for the de- 
partment of agriculture. 

In 1938, Alberta farmers receiv- 
ed more than 60 per cent of their 
cash income from the sale of 
wheat but in 1943 only 21 per cent 
of their income came from wheat 
sales. In 19¢9 wheat sales provided 
45 per cent of cash incofme and in 
1950 approximately 40 per cent.

Stubble Burning 
Prohibited Here 


BEISEKER. — The Municipal 
Council of Kneehill No. 48, at a 
meeting held in the Municipal 
Office, Three Hills, May 14, pass- 
ed a motion supporting a recom- 
mendation by the cultural 
Service Board, that burning of 
stubble be prohibited in the M.D. 
of Kneehill, unless the field sup- 
ervisor and the local councillor, 
or the council as a whole give ap- 
proval. 

Land on which stubble, includ- 
ing straw in the swath,, is burned, 
without a permit, will be inspected 
by the board, and if found that it 
is in process of becoming debili- 
tated through wind or. water ero- 
sion, or that the land may be- 
come a menace to the community, 
the board will recommend to the 
council that this land be declared 
subject to supervision and if 
necessary, reclamation under 13, 
14 and 15 of the Agricultural Ser- 
vice Board Act. 

Burn your stubble and kill your 
soil. Persist in burning your stub- 
ble, without a permit, and be li- 
able to loose control of your land 
under a reclamation order which 
will be passed by the council. This 
action is considered necessary in 
the best interest of all who de- 
pend on the soil for a living.

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SEEDING TIME 


By W. S. BACKMAN

BEISEKER. — Abundant mois- 
ture has improved the crop out- 
look this year. Seeding is in full 
swing. It is a great sight to see 
the farmers in their fields. The 
checkerboard appearance of the 
surrounding country is changing 
overnight. Some are seeding on 
stony places, where there is not 
much top soil, others are seeding 
among thorns, which will spring 
up and choke the grain. Many are 
seeding in rich well prepared soil. 
Their seed will multiply, some one 
hundred fold, some sixty fold and 
some thirty fold. It is the same to- 
day as it was 2000 years ago. 

There are no two farmers who 
seed exactly alike. On one side of 
a hill'a farmer will be seeding his 
crop with a tiller. Some pull har- 
rows behind, risking the possibil- 
ity of wind erosion. His neighbor 
to the south is using @ cultivator 
first. This will be followed by a 
double dise drill. Another opera- 
tor is using a disc. He will seed his 
crop with a press drill. A few are 
using a tiller drill combination to 
stubble in some fields. Because of 
the improved soil moisture condi- 
tions, more than usual will be 


stubbled in this year. The weeds ° 


already there will have a good 
opportunity to multiply. As the 
soil and the slop of the land dif- 
fers, so does the implements and 
the time they are used. Experience 
has taught the man on the land 
the best time for him to seed his 
crop. He will reap what he sows. 
As the method of seeding var- 
ies, so does the seed that is put 
into the rich moist soil. The seed 
should not differ so much. All 
should be using good seed of var- 
ieties most suited to this area. I 
was on a farm yesterday which 
was both stony and full of thistles. 
The young optimistic operator 
may overcome those difficulties 


by hard and expensive work. That 


is necessary before he can grow 
profitable crops. He will also use 
varieties of grain that are suitable 
to his land. Last year trebi barley 
was used. It is a variety best suit- 
ed to irrigation land, and does not 
do well on high dry land as his is. 
As the variety is important so is 
the grade of the seed. There are 
still too many impurities in the 
seed that is generally being sown. 
Better seed cleaning facilities will 
improve the seed grade. It is be- 
ing done in other places, it can be 
done here, 

The seed that is going into the 
good earth also differs in the way 
it is treated for seed born dis- 
eases, There are still some who

Others use the methods 
their grandfathers used. Ask them 
to broadcast the seed by hand and 
hear their reply. Among those who 
use the very latest fungicides are 
some who use primative methods 
of treating. Some do not know fon 
sure just how much they are us- 
ing per bushel. There is need for 
improvement in seed treatment 
before seeding. 

Early in the morning the farm- 
ers are out in the fields seeding. 
They do more work in one hour 
today, than they could do in a full 
day a few years ago. The im- 
provements made in methods of 
seeding have been much greater 
than in their methods of cleaning 
and treating the seed. The first 
is easy to appreciate, because 
there is more time for other activi- 
ties. It is much more difficult to 
persuade a farmer that the new- 
est methods of seeding can also 
apply to cleaning and treating 
seed. Impurities have been multi- 
plying both in the soil and in the 
seed being used. Clean, properly 
treated for seed born diseases, 
seed in rich moist soil can multi- 
ply one hundred fold.
